Update on LAUSD Facilities Proposal 

Per Wednesday's LAAC meeting and in response to a request from Board 
Member Melvoin's office, we are working finalize a proposal outlining 
priority facilities improvements that would benefit both the district 
and charter community. This proposal will either be shared with the 
board member late next week or early the following week. Please be on 
the look-out for an email from Ebony Wheaton with an updated call time 
next week to provide feedback regarding this draft proposal, which will 
be the foundation for a major facilities advocacy campaign over the 
coming months. 


Advocate for Improved Public Facilities Offers Tomorrow 

On Tuesday, January 16 the LAUSD board of education will vote on 
whether to adopt District staff findings supporting multi-site Prop 39 
offers for 18 charter schools. The 18 charter schools are distributed 
across 12 organizations, some of which are members of the LAAC (i.e. - 
Alliance, Ararat, Celerity, Citizens of the World, Ingenium, Community 
Prep, Equitas, Extera, ICEF, KIPP, USC College Prep, and WISH.) The

Jason Rudolph and Ebony Wheaton are reaching out directly to each 
school to (1) discuss the proposed findings and upcoming vote; (2) 
determine reaction and position; and (3) provide support and discuss 
advocacy strategy. Once we complete these conversations we may 
recommend the LAAC consider outreach to board members as part of our 
broader facilities advocacy strategy.

Rattle the Capitol Shifts to Oppose SB 1478 on Tuesday 1/16 

On Tuesday, powerful special interest groups in the state capitol 
killed SB 806 (Glazer), the CCSA-sponsored bill that would have 
established consistent rules for decision-making in charter public 
schools and banned for-profit charters despite the tremendous outpouring 
of support from so many charter leaders, including many of you on this 
email. 


Meanwhile, CTA is doubling down on the negative narrative about charter 
schools and pushing for a vote on AB 1478 (Jones - Sawyer), a bill that 
would break-up CMO's by creating unworkable bureaucracy that keeps money 
from the classroom and imposes overbearing red tape. That's why we're 
shifting our focus for Rattle the Capitol on January 16th from 
supporting SB 806 to opposing AB 1478. We want to make sure you saw the 
critical changes we've made to next Tuesday's Rattle the Capitol event 
and to provide you with the most up-to-date resources

Action by Tuesday 1/16: Please continue to do whatever you can to 
mobilize your community to Rattle the Capitol.

"manifesto," or shared declaration from the charter community that we 
intend to release broadly if and when negotiations reach an impasse or 
otherwise escalated state.
